“And be ready always to give an answer to every man that 
asketh you a reason of the hope that is in you with meekness 


and fear.’’—I Peter 3:15. 


This text commands us who are 
saved to be ready to tell others 
why we are Christians. We are 
to do so with meekness and with 
a sweet reasonableness, so as to 
convince, if possible, our ques- 
tioners. 


In this large audience of some 
sixteen hundred there must be 
many who are not Christians, and 
among you, many who are asking 
what are the reasons why some 
people turn to Christ. Let me be 
the spokesman for every Chris- 
tian here while I tell our unsaved 
friends around us on your behalf 
and mine why I am a Christian. 

Let us make sure to begin with 
that we know what the term Chris- 


tain means. A Christian is one 
who has received into his heart 
Jesus Christ as a personal Sav- 


iour, and has thus become a child 
of God and a of the 
gift of eternal life. Although he 
has never seen Jesus Christ, he 
believes in Him, loves Him, lives 
for Him, and knows that through 
faith in Christ his eternal salva- 
tion is assured before God, here 
and hereafter.

And now why am I a Christian? 
There are at least 954,876,410 rea- 
sons why I am a Christian. I 
have not time to mention all of 
them in his message but I will 


take time to mention the last ten 
reasons. 


l. First of All, Because I Be- 
lieve There Is a God 

The proof of this to me is over- 
whelming. And since I apprehend 
that everyone of us here would 
acknowledge the existence of God, 
I need not elaborate that proof. 
Every star in the sky, every leaf 
on a tree, every flower in the gar- 
den, every bird in the air, every 
snowflake tells me there is a God 
behind the wonders of Nature. 
There’s not a wave of the deep 

blue sea, 
As it rolls along in its majesty; 
Nor a leaf, nor a flower, nor a 
single sod, 

But bears the marks of the finger 

of God. 

The solar system, with its un- 
counted and uncountable millions 
of worlds flying through space, 
with incredible speed, each keep- 
ing with mathematical precision 
to its own orbit—all these tell us 
that behind this marvelous design 
is a Designer. As well tell: me

Have Fatth in God

“And Jesus answering saith unto them, Have faith in God’’—Mark 11:22. 


I think there is nothing that 
we need today, as the people of 
God and as a nation, more than 
faith in God, One of the most 
remarkable experiences of modern 
times, I think, is Hudson Taylor's 
experience in the Inland China 
Mission.. Hudson Taylor was 
saved when he was seventeen 
years old. He began immediately 
a life of faith, but at the age of 
twenty-seven he felt the call of 
God to go to inland China to 
establish there a mission, to 
preach the gospel to the great 
multitudes who had never heard 
about Christ. As he studied the 
Word of God and meditated and 
prayed about this matter God had 
placed upon his soul, he came to 
study this text and found that 
the Greek word which is trans- 
lated, “Have,” in the text, was 
translated in II Timothy 1:13 as, 
“Hold fast.” He also found that 
the same word is translated in 
Mark 11:32 as “count” in the 
sense Of “reckon,” and that in 
Romans -3:3 “faith in God” is 
translated, “the faithfulness of 
God.” So putting the three to- 
gether, he discovered that Jesus 
actually said, “Count on the faith- 
fulness of God.” The text has 
that two-fold meaning; not only 
that the child of God shall have 
faith in God, but that under all 
circumstances or conditions in 


life, we can count on the faithful- 


ness of God. With that thought 
gripping his soul, this young man 
set out into inland China to start 
that great mission work, without 
a dollar on earth, As long as he 
labored there he never solicited 
anyone to contribute a penny to 
the work. But every time a need 
arose Hudson Taylor “counted: on 
the faithfulness of God’ and took 
the matter to God in prayer. Hud- 
son Taylor labored there through 
the long years, and established 


one of the greatest missionary 


works of modern times. He died 
without ever having solicited 
money for the support of the 
work, but counted on God who 
never fails. He left behind this 
testimony: that not one single 
time did there ever arise a need 
that he took to the Lord and lay 
before the Captain of his salva- 
tion and had it unfulfilled. Not 
one time did God fail. Count on 
the faithfulness of God. Have 
faith in God, for He cannot, and 
will not fail. 
What Is Faith? 

What is faith? So many peo- 
ple would make faith some mys- 
terious something, something 
that you <an conjure up; and 
some people bemoan the fact of 
their lack of faith in God. I read 
Hyman Appelman’s definition of 
faith yesterday. He said, “Faith 
is the acceptance of testimony as 
being true and acting upon it. 
Has God left sufficient testimony 
throughout the ages upon which 
to anchor our faith? Has God 
proved Himself to the world? 
Has God demonstrated His faith- 
fulness and His dependability? 

Listen to the words of the tes- 
timony of Joshua, at the age of 
110, who has been following God 
through the most trying circum- 
stances ever since childhood. At 
about twenty years of age he

“AM I SAVED?” 


Answers to Two Letters Showing That People Are 
Not Saved by “an Experience,” Are Not Saved by 
“Feeling Good,” by Restitution, Quitting Cigarettes, or 


Other Good Needs, 


But Should Simply Rely on 


Christ and Believe His Word That One Who Believes in 
Christ Has Everlasting Life and Is Born Again

Today came two letters from 
people who were doubting whether 
they were saved. The first is 
from a woman seventy years old 
who says that she has never had 
“the born again experience” as 
far as she knows, although she 
has trusted Christ for forgiveness, 
has often praised Him for the 
forgiveness of sins and has made 
restitution wherever possible, even 
to paying a forty-year-old debt, 
and has confessed every known 
gin. She fears that because she 
has not had some kind of a thrill- 
ing “experience” she is not born 
again. Here is my reply to this 
dear woman, and I hope it will be 
a blessing to others. 

Babies Do Not Remember 
How They Felt When They 
Were Born 

October 3, 1946.

Dear Mrs. A 

I was giad to have your letter 
and I feel sure I can help you. 
In fact, I know I can if you will 
listen to what I say and believe it. 

Where you are wrong is in look- 
ing for a certain feeling. You 
keep on calling it “the experi- 
ence of being born again.” That 
is not the way the Bible talks 
about it at all. If you will stop 
and think you will realize that no 
child ever remembers when he was 
first born. How I felt at the time 
I came into the world is of no 
eonsequence whatever, and no per- 
gon remembers that. Being born 
again is a fact, not an experience, 
that is, not something you feel 
and know it happened by the way 
you feel. When you trusted Jesus 
Christ and came to Him, then you 
were born again. It is entirely 
wrong for you to think that you 
eould believe God would do what 
He said if you could fee] the “ex- 
perience.” God wants you to get 
your mind off the experience and 
just simply believe that when you 
trust Him, He makes you a child 
of God. The matter of “an experi- 
ence” is never commanded in the 
Bible and never mentioned in con- 
nection with any person’s salva- 
tion; that is, nothing is said 
about an emotional upheaval, that 
people felt better, or that they had 
some striking evidence that they 
were saved. Why do you need 
evidence that Jesus Christ is tell- 
ing the truth? Can’t you believe 
what He said? He said, “Him 
that cometh to me I will in no 
wise cast out.” - If you came to 
Him, He did not cast you out and 
you were born again. 

I am glad you are trying to do 
right, but you should remember 
that all your doing cannot earn 
a thing from God. Salvation is 
free and cannot be bought. He 
simply wants you to trust Him, to 
believe Him. 

I send my little booklet, “What | 
Must I Do to Be Saved?” Please 
read it carefully. I think you 
have already been saved but this 
perhaps will make it more certain 


to you. Then I will have sent 
from my office the booklet, 
“Safety, Certainty and Enjoy- 


ment” which has helped so many 
to full assurance of salvation.

A Man Given Up to Die, Re- 
peatedly Troubled Because 
People Tell Him That Any Sin 
Proves He Has Not Been 
Saved or That if He Lost the 
Feeling, He Is Not Saved 


The second letter was from a 
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man who has a heart ailment and 
an internal cancer, and the doc- 
tors tell him he is incurable. He 
set out earnestly to find God, often 
spending most of the night in 
prayer and reading the Bible. He 
went forward to claim Christ in 
a service and was baptized, but 
believed he was not saved because 
he did not have the great feeling 
he expected. He later several 
times had periods of great joy 
when he believed that his sins 
were all forgiven because he took 
Christ at His word in some clear 
Bible passage. But once he was 
told that he was not saved be- 
cause he had not quit cigarettes. 
Others told him that if he had any 
sin, it proved he was not saved. 
Later he again sought the Lord 
earnestly, with hours of prayer 
and Bible reading and trusted in 
Christ and told many that he was 
saved, but he lost his joyous feel- 
ing and felt sure he was lost again. 
Here is my letter to this poor 
man. I hope it will help others 
to depend on Christ instead of 
feeling or human experience.

Dear Brother L- 


Notice that I address you as 
brother. You say that you have 
come to Christ in your heart the 
best you know. He says in John 
6:37, “Him that cometh to me I 
will in no wise cast out.” So I 
know that He accepted you when 
you came. 

You say that you have called 
upon the Lord and asked Him to 
save you. And Romans 10:13 
says, “For whosoever shall call 
upon the name of the Lord shall be 
saved.” So I know that Jesus 
saved you the first time you hon- 
estly asked Him to and trusted 
him to. 


He said, “He that believeth on 
the Son hath everlasting life” 
(John 3:36). You say you have 
trusted Him so you have everlast- 
ing life. 

I was glad to have your letter 
and I think you will understand 
what I mean when I say that you 
wearied me with all your talk 
about feeling good, then you felt 
bad, than you felt good, then you 
felt bad. What does that matter? 
Where in the Bible does it say how 
you have to feel to be saved? 
Where in the Bible does it say that 
if you lose your good feeling, that 
proved that God lied and did not 
give you everlasting life? It is 
wrong and foolish to lay such 
stress on the emotions and feel- 
ings. One who honestly puts his 
trust in Christ is saved and that 
is all there is to it. 

Most Christians have had times 
of doubt. I had three years doubt- 
ing whether I was saved. In fact, 
most of the time I had simply 
thrown away my hopes and tried 
to get saved again, but I learned 
from the scripture that “He that 
believeth on the Son hath ever- 
lasting life’ (John 3:36). And so 
I saw that { had been saved when 
I first trusted Jesus. 

Do not let anybody deceive you 
into thinking that saved people 
never sin. Every Christian is com- 
manded to pray in his daily Lord’s 
prayer, “And forgive us our sins.” 
First John 1:8 plainly says to 
Christians, “If you say that we 
have no sin, we deceive ourselves, 
and the truth is not in us.” Even 
if you have quit cigarettes, and 
I am giad you have, you are still 
not perfect. You are still human 
and frail and sinful. If people 
could be saved by their good deeds, 
then there would be need for 
Jesus to die for us and no need to 
trust in His blood. People are 
saved not because they quit smok- 
ing cigarettes, but because they 
have trusted Jesus Christ. 

Of course saved people want to 
do right but they are subject to 
many temptations and fraalties. 

You are just another illustra- 


tion of the dreadful harm people 
do who go about teaching people 
to be saved by good works and 
by feeling instead of telling them 
that the honest, penitent heart 
who trusts in Jesus Christ for sal- 
vation is instantly saved, always. 
The heartache and trouble caused 
by such false teachers is enor- 
mous. Even good people sin in 
this matter, teaching people that 
if they are saved they will feel 
a certain way, teaching people to 
“pray through” for’ salvation, 
teaching people that if they sin 
they have never been saved, or 
that they are lost again. All such 
teaching is contrary to the Bible 
and is from man and not from 
God. Poor, carnal-minded men 
love to go by their feelings and 
their good deeds instead of go- 
ing by the blessed Word of God 
and depending on the price Jesus 
paid for sinners. 


I am sure you have wearied God 
many times by your foolish insis- 
tence on feeling a certain way. 
But He loves you and when: you 
trusted Him the first time He sav- 
ed you and gave you everlasting 


der the blood and vour name was 
written down in Heaven. So the 
thing for you to do is to be con- 
tent and rest patiently in what 
God has done, feeling or no feel- 
ing. If- you feel good, God still 
keeps His promise and you are 
saved. If you feel bad, God still 
keeps His promise and you are 
saved, just so you honestly trust- 
ed your soul to His care and de- 
pended on Him to do what He of- 
fered to do. 

Please read the enclosed book- 
let, “What Must I Do to. Be 
Saved?” again carefully so you 
can have the Scriptures clearer in 
your mind. I will also send you 
the pamphlet, “Safety, Certainty 
and Enjoyment” which will be a 
great help in understanding salva- 
tion by grace alone; through faith.

Bible is a book of broken things: 
and encouragement so precious| In Genesis we have a broken fel- 


that the tongues of angels could 
not do justice to the full develop- 
ment of the theme. 

What a portrait of God! The 
spinning wheel, like the wheel of 
circumstance, bringing the clay 
into the hand of the potter. How 
like humanity that clay! Only a 
dirty, gray mass, but what possi- 
bilities! With what infinite con- 
cern and delicacy the potter la- 
bors! Then shocking power 
reaching out and crushing every- 
thing and, finally, a remolding in- 
to exquisite beauty. Contemplat- 
ing the scene before us we notice 
three things: the principle in- 
volved, the purpose in mind and 
the Person of the Potter. 

1. The Principle Involved 

The principle involved is the sov- 
ereignty of God: “Nay but, O man, 
who art thou that repliest against 
God? Shall the thing formed say 
to him that formed it, Why hast 
thou made me thus? Hath not 
the potter power over the clay?” 
Well, beholding the finished ves- 
sels of beauty and glory we can 
say nothing against it. We have 
seen how the young Joseph Scriven 
bereft of his bride-to-be, wrote 
the solacing hymn, “What a 
Friend We Haveli Jesus.””’ We 
think of the newly-blinded George 
Matheson ‘after his sweetheart left 
him writing, “O Love That Will 
Not Let Me Go.” We have seen 
the latter end of Job and must ad- 
mit that many owe the grandeur 
of their lives to their tremendous 
difficulties, but, my friends, wait 
until it is your turn. Wait until 
ir. your life the shadows lengthen; 
wait until the night falls; wait 
until the breadwinner is gone; 
wait until the cupboard is bare 
and the little feet on bare ground. 
Wait until it is you who is over- 
whelmed with a multiplication of 
calamities. Ah, then we must ask 
a reason for the pressure, an ex- 
planation for the pain, a vindica- 
tion of the crushing. 


Il. The Purpose in Mind 


“Behold, he wrought a work on’ 


the wheels.” When the Potter 
places His hand upon the clay, 
His highest purpose is not to make 
great workers out of us but to 
fashion us in the likeness of His 
Son. For us this means not self- 
effort, but self-renunciation. Only 
crucified witnesses can make men 
believe in a crucified Christ, and 
Paul assures us that “Our light 
affliction, which is but for a mo- 
ment, worketh for us a far more 
exceeding and eternal weight of 
glory.” Why? Because nature is 
opposed to grace. In nature the 
greatest is lord, but in grace the 
greatest is servant of all. In na- 
ture we have the surviva] of the 
fittest, but in grace it is the brok- 
en ones who are the fitted ones. 
You say, “Yes, but can that which 
is broken be good for anything? 
Of what use is a broken glass or 
a broken staff?” We reply that 
the heart is never at its best until 
it is broken. Until then we can 
never see what is in it. 
“Broken!” What memories that 
word recalls. Why, the whole 


lowship, in Exodus a broken law, 
in Numbers a broken communion, 
in Judges some broken pitchers, 
in Psalms a broken spirit, in Mat- 
thew broken loaves, in Mark a 
broken roof and a broken alabas- 
ter box, in Luke a broken net, in 
Acts the broken pieces of a ship, 
and throughout the entire Bible a 
broken Saviour. 

The first reason for 
breaking us is to single our hearts 
on Christ. Self is the greatest 
enemy of spiritual Christianity, 
and look at us! Self-centeredness, 
self-assertion, self-conceit, self-in- 
dulgence,_ self-pity, self-defense, 
self-sufficiency, self-consciousness, 
self-righteousness, self - glorying! 
Remember Job? A righteous man, 
yes, but in three successive chap- 
ters he uses the words, I, my, me 
and mine 189 times! Does that 
point men to Christ? Rather let 
us say with John the Baptist, “He 
must increase, but I must de- 
crease.” My friends, a beautiful 
saint may become a downright 
hindrance, for, unless we are care- 
ful, we become amateur  provi- 
dences to a number of people. 
Any merit on your part that draws 
men to you rather than to Christ 
is not of the right order and will 
in the end prove a stumbling block. 

Why must God crush us? Isaiah 
66, “But to this man will I look, 
even to him that is poor and of 
a contrite spirit, and trembleth 
at my word.” While we fairly 
split ourselves looking for a man 
with a seminary education, the 
social graces, 2dministrative abil- 
ity and the strength and enthus- 
iasm of youth, God, too, is look- 
ing for a man. We ask what has 
aman done? Has he been a dea- 
con, a Sunday School superinten- 
dent? God asks how poor he is 
in spirit.. 

Do we tremble at God’s word? 
You know as well as I do that we 
are drenched with divine truth, 
only to have it roll off like water 
off of marble. Then affliction 
plows and opens our hearts and 
the truth penetrates. David 
cries, “Before I was afflicted I 
went astray. but now have I kept 
thy word... it is good for me that 
I have been afflicted; that I might 
learn thy statutes. ... thou in 
faithfulness hast afflictec me.” 

The second reason why God 
must crush us is that we are play- 
boys at heart. We trifle with 
that most royal of all occupa- 
tions, soul winning, until God 
breaks us. Then we get down to 
business. Antigonous of Greece 
had a remarkable soldier, the brav- 
est in his army. Finding that the 
man had a malady which might 
well prove fatal, Antigonus spared 
no effort until he was cured, but 
as soon as he had something to 
live for he would no longer risk 
his life. So with us: When we 
have been beset by troubles, we 
have been out and out for God, 
but the pleasures of the world 
undo us. 

During the first world war there 
lived in New York City the wife 
of a wealthy lawyer. Her life was 
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one unending quest for ‘pleasure 
until her only son was killed over- 
seas. Suddenly to her Heaven be- 
came real and Christ very preci- 
ous. She abandoned her old life, 
devoting her time and wealth to 
the printing and disseminating of 
Gospel tracts to others bereaved 
in the great war. How tragic 
that we must be whipped before 
we do what we ought to! 


The third reason for our being 
broken is that we might be en- 
dowed with a Christian sympathy. 
“Blessed be God, even the Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Father of mercies, and the God of 
all comfort; Who comforteth us 
in all our tribulation, that we may 
be able to comfort them which 
are in any trouble, by the comfort 
wherewith we ourselves are com- 
forted of God.” Trials don’t just 
happen. Have you sought with- 
out effect to lead men to Christ? 
Have you visited and prayed with- 
out result? “Ah,” but you say, 
“men are so hard.’ It could be 
that you are. Nothing touches the 
heart saye that which is from the 
heart and because of that it is 
great sufferers who do _ the 
world’s work. Out of the fiery 
crucible of twelve years in the 
Medford jail came Bunyan’s Pil- 
grim’s Progress. Had it not been 
for Milton’s blindness the world 
would never had his Paradise Lost 
nor Paradise Regained. Robert 
Hall could not have preached 
those matchless sermons on the 
Crucifixion had he not been a life- 
long sufferer. Al] great sermons 
have been born in the fires and 
our greatest hymns have been 
wrung from their authors’ hearts 
in an hour of crucifixion. The rich- 
est experiences in life are those 
which are planted in disappoint- 
ment and watered with tears. 

Perhaps you have stood in that 
silent city of the dead mourning 
an untimely loss. How tragic if 
you did not ask, “Why?” It may 
be that your tongue is too long, 
your heart is too cold, your life 
too wrapped in self. My friends, 
when the Potter put His hand up- 
on the clay, He meant something. 
Listen to David: “O bless our God, 
ye people, and make the voice 
of his praise to be heard: Which 
holdeth our soul in life, and suf- 
fereth not our feet to be moved. 
For thou, O God, hast proved us: 
thou hast tried us, as silver is 
tried. Thou broughtest us. into 
the net; thou laidst affliction 
upon our loins. Thou hast caused 
men to ride over our heads; we 
went through fire and through 
water: but thou broughtest us out 
into a wealthy place. (So then, 
in. the economy of God, testing 
always precedes promotion.) 


“Isaiah tells us that “bread corn 
is bruised.” The most illustrious 
characters of the Bible were 
bruised and threshed and ground, 
and we all know that those who 
have strengthened and helped us 
most have been those who have 
themselves been broken, To have 
a sympathizing God we must have 
a suffering Saviour, and if we 
would be comforters, we too must 
somewhere and somehow have 
been upon a cross. Luther was 
right when he said, “Affliction is 
the best book in a minister's li- 
brary.” The things which hurt 
are the things which instruct. 
Many a text is written in invisible 
ink which only the fires of adver- 
sity can” bring out, and there is 
many a precious truth which no 
commentary can expound. Experi- 
ence alone can reveal the full 
depth of meaning. Poverty, hard-- 
ship and misfortune press us to 
spiritual greatnessy and we cease 
to bless when we cease to bleed. 

The fourth reason for the crush- 
ing is that trial affords the great- 
est opportunity to witness for 
Christ by example. When Judson 
returned to Boston after those 
fifty trying years in Burma, ten 
thousand people gathered to hear 
him. Those two years of impris- 
onment and the trials which he 
had undergone had so weakened 
him that he had to be carried to 
the platform. He remained seated 
while a hush crept over the con- 
gregation. They saw his lips mov- 
ing, but only a whisper could be 
heard. The crowd broke into 
weeping and twenty-one young 
people stood to their feet saying, 
“We're going to Burma!” Some- 
thng in his heart melted that aud- 
ience. No number of hours spent

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in preparing a message can ap- 
proximate the same effect. A 
prepared heart is always better 
than a prepared message, and God 
prepares the heart by breaking it. 


Let us, therefore, take courage, 
and remember that when God's 
hand comes upon the clay He has 
a purpose in mind, and that the 
clay can only find that purpose 
as it yields to the hand of the 
Potter. Young woman, has God’s 
hand coMe upon your life in crush- 
ing power? He does not want 
you to remain a vessel of slimy 
clay, but to become a lovely vase 
to put flowers into. He may want 
you to teach a Sunday School 
class or to play the piano for 
worship services, and perhaps 
your life has never quite measured 
up. Young man, has His hand 
been upon you? Perhaps you have 
never yet presented ‘your body a 
living sacrifice, holy and accept- 
able unto God’ (Rom. 12:1). He 
wants you to be a clean vessel in 
which to carry the water of life 
to those in desert thirst. 


Iii. The Person of the Potter 


Sovereignty demanding submis- 
sion frightens us until our eyes 
rest upon the Potter. Something 
about Him makes us cry with one 
of old, “Though he slay me, yet 
will I trust in him,” and, sweeter 
than bells at eventide comes the 
Divine assurance that He was 
made a faithful high priest 
through the things which He suf- 
fered. 


 eatoee she died were, “Oh, Jesus, 
lover of my soul!” 


Some of you have been marred. 
You were being blessed and God 
seemed real. Then something 
happened; some terrible sorrow; 
something you thought was un- 
fair, and you were marred in the 
hand of the Potter. But God has 
not cast you away. He wants you 
to be the best you can be by His 
grace; not the best you can be by 
your own power. He did not cast 
Peter away when he cursed and 
swore; He took him and filled him 
with the Holy Ghost and made 
him the first preacher of the gos- 
pel. He did not cast David away 
after his terrible sin of murder and 
adultery. What crushing there 
had to be, but David emerged the 
author of those _  tear-stained 
Psalms which wil] forever enrich 


humanity. If you do not want to 
remain an ordinary person all your 
life, thank God for the crushing! 
It may even take a beating to 
awaken you to the danger of Hell 


fire. Pain alone is neither a 
blessing nor a curse; it is an op- 
portunity to meet God. That be- 
ing so, I recall that the potter's 
field is last mentioned in Scripture 
in a signal connection. In Mat- 
thew’s account of Judas we read: 
“They took counsel, and bought 
with them the potter’s field, to 
bury strangers in.’”’ The potter's 
field was the yard outside the 
potter’s house where the wreck- 
age was cast. Oh, blessed and 
eternal significance, that they 
should purchase the place. of the 
wreckage with the blood money 
of the Son of God! He has paid 
the price for every broken life, 
every marred vessel, and the hand 
of Christ is reaching through this 
congregation tonight for the brok- 
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you, and will make another vessel 
with a glory beyond anything you 
ever dreamed, a vessel as seemed 
good to the Potter to make it.

3. But Further, I Believe 
There Is a Life After Death 


This Knowledge ‘s written into 


the constitution of my being. It 
has been implanted there by 
someone and is found in almost 
every human heart. There are 


friends of mine -who tell me there 
is no hereafter, no Heaven, *er- 
tenly no Hell, and sometimes 1 
wish fo. their sakes that I could 
believe them. But I cannot, for 
they give no proof of what they 
affirm. Their denial of an after- 
life will not stand up under in- 
vestigation. And even if they 
could prove it to their own satis- 
faction and mine, suppose it 
should happen that they were 
wrong! They could not then help 
me. They could not then alter 
my destiny or take my punishment 
for me. Having argued me into 
Hell, they could not argue me out 
of it. 

But I know there is a life be- 


yond: Man is not five or six feet 
of clay—five in my case and six fn 
ycurs. The coffin does not con- 


tain the man My instinct for 
immortality tells me that though 
the body may die and be placed 
in a coffin and later .crumble to 
dust, the man himself, the living 
- personality, lives on. I know by 
this infallible instinct that is part 
of my God-created being that 
death does not ence all and this 
fact is a potent reason why I am 
a Christian. 
4. Moreover, I Believe Death 
Does Not Change Character 
I am a sinner and feel guilty be- 
fore God because ‘of this sense of 


guilt, and since death does not 
affect our character, therefore 
death will not end this. sense of 
condemnation. 


If a man dies blaspheming God 
he does not wake up in the next 


world to find himself singing 
hymns. If his heart has_ been 
full of hatred, covetousness and 


uncleanliness here, it will be like 
that hereafter. If a man 
boards a train in Toronto, bound 
for New York, he does not become 
another man when he arrives in 
New York merely because he has 
changed his location. He is the 
same man in each place. And a 
man on earth with a conscious- 
ness of guilt and condemnation 
will carry .that accusing consci- 
ence with him into the next life. 
5. Another Reason Is, I Be- 
lieve God Has Communicated 
With Men Through the Bible 
It is reasonablé that God should 
have done so. If there is a God 
who made this beautiful, marvel- 
ous world; who has provided so 
wonderfully for all its needs, feed- 
ing the birds and beasts and fish- 
es, providing harvests for the food 
of man, storing coal in the earth 
to keep him warm, and providing 
for man’s physical needs ina 
thousand different ways, then it is 
inconceivable that such a wise 
and beneficent God would not be 
interested in the spiritual needs 
of the creatures of His making. 
God must have had a purpose in 
creating man, and if so, it is un- 
thinkable that He would not de- 


sire to reveal to man that pur- 
pose. 

And He has, He has. God has 
chosen certain men from among 


men to hear from Him through His 
spirit the revelation of His will 
and purpose concerning man, and 
a glorious, noble, and Godlike pur- 
pose it is. ; 
This revelation of God’s will for 
man was written in a Book called 
the Holy Bible. It tells us God 
is a wise, and holy, and infinitely 
loving God. It confirms the voice 
of our own ‘conscience and tells 
me that man is a guilty sinner 
worthy of condemnation. It fur- 
ther tells me how sin came into 
the human heart through the fall 
of the first man. And praise God, 
it tells me how that same sin and 
guilt can be taken out of the hu- 
man heart through the victory of 
a second Man whom God sent in- 
to this world! This Book tells me 
how I can be rid of sin by accept- 
ing this Man who was both God 
and man as my Saviour. It prom- 
ises new life, new’ strength to 
overcome sin, new desires, new

The revelation of God's power 
and glory in the Bible harmon- 
izes with the revelation of that 
power and glory seen in nature; 
it is consistent also with the voice 
of my conscience; not only so but 
it is confirmed by the test of ex- 
perience. Those who believe the 
message of the Bible and put it 
to the test find that it works. 
Just as Jesus Christ, the incarnate 
Word of God, sustained His claim 
to deity by the performance of 
wonder-works humanly irg possible 
but wrought in the power of God, 
so the Bible, the written Word of 
God, credentials its claim to divine 
origin by a chain of miracles hu- 
manly impossible wrought in the 
hearts of those who have received 
its glorious message. Drunkards 
made sober, harlots made pure, 


thieves made honest, the weak 
made strong, transfigured livés, 
transformed homes, transformed 


villages, towns, and cities; until 
the pale of civilization is seen to 
be coextensive with the march of 
the Bible’s progress. Thus by the 
scientific method of putting its 
claims and promises to the test 
I find the Bible works, and I prove 
its message to be true. 


7. Yet Another Reason Is 
That Honesty Compels Me to 
Face the Fact of Christ 

I read in the Bible about the 
life and death of Jesus and profane 
history verifies the story. The 
existence of Jesus of Nazareth is 
as well attested a fact as the ex- 
istence of Alexander, Caesar, 
Charlemagne, or Napoleon Bona- 
parte. 

Now before the fact of Christ 
I face a question: Whe is this 
Man? Jean Paul Richter said of 
Him, “The holiest among the 
mighty, and the mightiest among 
the holy. He lifted with His 
pierced hands empires off their 
hinges, turned the stream of cen- 
turies out of its channel, and still 
governs the ages.” . If that be so, 
I am compelled to ask, “What 
manner of Man is this?” Even 
the great Napoleon stood in awe 
before this incomparable. Christ. 
He said at St. Helena, “Every- 
thing in Christ astonishes me, His 
spirit soars above mine, and His 
will confounds me. Between Him 
and every other person in the 
world no comparison is possible. 
I have inspired millions of men 
who died for me. Certainly I 
possess the magical power which 
exalts the spirit. Now that I am 
nailed to this rock, who fights and 
conquers empires for me? What 
an abyss of distance between my 
misery and the eternal reign of 


Christ, preached, loved, living 
through all the world. I see noth- 
ing of the human in this.” And 
I say, neither do I., Do you? 


I ask every thinking man or 
woman within sound of my voice 
tonight: Has it ever occurred to 
you that Jesus Christ not only 
lived a life no other man has ever 
lived, but he lived a life nobler 
than any man has ever been able 
to picture? The feet of Christ 
trod higher than the highest 
thought of man has ever reached. 

I know what I think of. Christ. 
What do you think of Him? 
That is a reasonable, a natural 
question. What do you think of 
Jesus of Nazareth? Will you tell 
me you do not know who He is? 
Will you say, “I have not thought 
out that question’? Will you 
admit there walked the earth a 
Man greater than all earth’s mil- 
lions and you have never given 
thought to His identity? Will 
you admit this Man stood on 
earth and said, “I am the way, 
the truth, and the life, no man 
cometh unto the Father but by 
me,” and you have never investi- 


gated the truth of that momentous 
claim? Well, that is an astonish- 
ing and humiliating confession to 
make. To be able to read, and 
observe, and think, and yet to 
have no clear conviction as to the 
identity of the person called Jesus 
Christ, and on whose birthday the 
world’s calendar is based. That 
implies mental inferiority, it 
proves intellectual dishonesty, it 
alleges cowardice of heart and 
mind. No man in this enlightened 
age, throbbing with the life and 
teaching of Christ, can say he has 
never though’ much about that 
subject and escape the charge of 
being a mental and moral weak- 
ling. I will repeat that. It is 


not to be willing to look the fact 
of Christ straight in the face. 


Who is this Man whose blame- 
less life was the spotless perfec- 
tion of sinless manhood? Is He 
only man? He claimed to be both 
God and man. Was he? He 
claimed to be the only way of sal- 
vation. Was He? If He was not 
God, He was a fraud. If not the 
Saviour, He was an_ imposter. 
Who was Jesus Christ? Honesty 
compelled me to face that fact, 
and facing it led me to become a 
Christian. 


8. There Is Another Reason 
Why I Am a Christian. Be- 
cause I Proved the Bible to 
Be True, and Believed That 
Christ Was the Son of God 
and My Saviour, I Know I 

Have Forgiveness of Sins 

It is true that conscience brings 
a sense of guilt, but God’s salva- 
tion provides a remedy for sin, a 
cleansing of guilt from the con- 
science, and those who come to 
the cross of Christ lose and lose 
forever their burden of guilt and 
sin. Only those who Have seen 
sin as it really is, who have known 
what was in the depths of their 
own sinful hearts, can appreciate 
what the forgiveness. of _ sins 
‘means. 

Think of it! Every sin, no mat- 
ter how great or how many they 
may have been, has been blotted 


out by God. ‘Thy sins have I 
blotted out and will remember 
them no more.’ In the book of 


God there is not a_ single sin 
against any man whose trust ig in 
Christ, not a single one, not even 
the shadow of one. So that we 
can say, 
My sin, Oh the bliss of that glor- 

ious thought,

And if there is 
a man of the world hearing me 
now who has had much of this 
world’s pleasures and _ physical 
joys, I will make you this promise: 
if you wil] this night accept Jesus 
Christ and make Him Lord’of your 
life, you will know more real, 
radiant, unspeakable joy than if 
all the thrills of your past life 
had been concentrated into one 
moment of ecstacy. 


Now don’t misunderstand me. 
This does not mean physica) feel- 
-ing, but a sense of peace, the con- 
sciousness of sin forgiven, the 
presence and power of God's Holy 
Spirit filling your heart, and the 
assurance that—fer-all--time and 
eternity you are God's child and 
saved from the power and penalty 
of sin. 


How can you compare this un- 
speakable joy with the passing 
pleasure the world gives? One 
may have a physical sensation of 
joy but it does not Jast. Certainly 
the highest joys are not physical 
but spiritual. And there is no man 
or woman listening. to me_ now 
whom God cannot fill with this 
radiant, unspeakable joy. 

Oh, men and women unsaved, 
let me speak to you, not profes- 
sionally as a preacher, but as a 
fellow man and@ out of a ful] heart. 
How can you be content to live 
another moment rejecting’ this 
wonderful Saviour whom you will 
one day meet, the Lord . Jesus 
Christ? How can you be willing 
to reject God’s gracious love, des- 
pise His salvation, spurn His of- 
fered forgiveness, resist His con- 
victing Spirit, and say, “No” to 
the dearest friend“~a man ever 
had? You have heard this testi- 
mony of mine. ‘It is the testimony 
of hundreds around yow here and 
millions elsewhere. What is your 
response to it? Are you willing 
to live the rest of your life alien- 
ated from God? How can yon 
smile, and laugh, and play,- and 
pretend to be happy when you 
know that at the end of a Christ- 
less life there is judgment and 
Hell? 


Consider, I beg of you, this Hell 
Christ pictured. He said it was 
a place where their worm dieth 
not and the fire is never quenched. 
He said it was a place of outer 
darkness where there is weeping 
and wailing and gnashing of teeth. 
He said it was a place where men 
cry out, “I am tormented in this 
flame.” All that, and more, Jesus 
Christ said of Hell. 

Are you willing, then, to spend 
the endless future in a place where 
are gathered all the vile and de- 
bauched and degenerate who ever 
lived, and be shut out from all 
the Christian people you’ ever 
knew, including those you _ love 
who are saved? 

If a doctor told you just now 
that you had a loathsome, incur- 
able cancer fastened on your vit- 
als, and that in six months* you 
would be dead, would yeu eat, 
drink, and be merry those six 
months? In the face of that death 
sentence would you laugh, and 
joke, and live your life gaily as if 
you were never to die? Certainly 
that melancholy news would spoil 
life’s fleeting empty pleasures and 
more so as the day of your death 
was approaching. 

Very well; I tell you with all the 
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convincing treatise— ' 


earnestness of my soul and in the 
name of who cannot lie, that 
there is a judgment and a Hell for 
the despiser of God’s great salva- 
tion. If you hear about God’s Son 


and His offer of salvation and 
hearing do not respond and seek 
forgiveness, then you have reject- 
ed the only One who can cleanse 
your heart and conscience and 
give you peace as. you face the 
future. This peace the Christian 
has, for “being justified by faith, 
we have peace with God through 
our Lord Jesus Christ.” What a 
tremendous loss not to have this 
peace, and to know it is one of 
the many momentous reasons why 
you, should become a Christian. 

Who among you will turn to 
Christ this moment and be saved? 
Who among you will be wise and 
consider your latter end? Who in 
this great congregation will con- 
sider these reasons I ‘have given 
for being a Christian and make 
them your reasons? They are not 
the only reasons why you should 
come to Christ. Every blessing of 
health given you by God is a rea- 
son why you should come, Every 
true sermon you ever: heard is a 
reason. Every prayer offered for 
you is a reason. Every year you 
have to live here and hereafter 
is a reason. Every saved frie d 
you have is a _ reason. Every 
stripe laid on Christ’s back when 
He was wounded for your trans- 
gressions is a reason. Every an- 
gel in Heaven waiting to rejoice 
over your salvation is a reason 
why you should come to Christ 
and be saved and why you should 
come now. |

Have Faith in God

followed Moses out of the land 
of Egypt across the Red Sea, and 
for forty years he was the trust- 
ed servant of Moses—Moses’ 
right-hand man. When Moses 
died his mantle of leadership fell 
on Joshua, and he marched across 
the Jordan dry shod with the 
hosts of Israel and conquered the 
promised land. After the con- 
quest, when they’ were settled 
safely in the land and enjoying 
the peace arid prosperity, Joshua 
called together the elders of Is- 
raél and said, “This day I am 
going the way of all the earth: 
and ye know in all your hearts 
and in all your souls, that not 
one thing hath failed of all the 
good things which the Lord your 
God spake concerning you; all 
are come to pass unto you, and 
not one thing hath failed there- 
of” (Josh, 23:14). 

Did He fail Daniel in the lions’ 
den? Did He fail the three He- 
brew children who were cast into 
the fiery furnace? Did He fail 
Elisha on Dothan? Did He fail 
Elijah on Mount Carmel when his 
very life was staked upon the 
faithfulness of God? Did He fail 
Paul and Silas in the Philippian 
jail? Did he fail His servants 
in those dark days of the begin- 
ning of Christianity? Has He 
ever failed His people ?’ 

What is faith?’ Faith is sim- 
ply taking God at His Word—that 
is all. The simplest thing in hu- 
man life, the most common thing 
in all of our relationships is faith. 
When men lose faith in each other 
then we are in terrible times. Hu- 
man relationship cannot be main- 
tained without faith in our fellow 
man. One of the most distressing 
characteristics of this day is that 
men have lost faith in each other. 
Nations no longer regard and 
honor their word any more than 
a scrap of paper, and you can't 
trust your neighboring nation lest 
it thrust a dagger in your back 
in the dark. That is the trouble 
with the world today. In conver- 
sation with one of the biggest 
business men in Little Rock this 
past week, I heard a thing that 
distressed me and cast a shadow 
over me the rest of the day. He 
said, “I don’t trust anybody.” I 
said in my heart, “When we are 
in that plight in America, where 
we no longer trust each other, 
what can we expect or hope for ?”’ 

Faith Demands Action 

Faith is taking God at His 
Word and_ trusting God to do 
what He says, that is all. 4t is 
like a man who was doing a tight- 
rope stunt over Niagara Falls. 
He was preparing to walk a cable 
stretched across that great falls 
and roll a wheelbarrow across it 
with a man in it. He said toa 


man, “Do you believe I can do 
it?” “Yes, I do,” said the man. 
Then he said, “Well, get in the 
wheelbarrow.” The man _e said, 


“No.” Faith is not merely say- 
ing, “Lord, I believe you can do 
it,” but faith is getting into the 
wheelbarrow with God. Though 
you walk in the midnight dark- 
ness, trust God. If you can see 
but one step ahead, take that step 
and God will throw light on the 
next one. God will never fail. 
Count on the faithfulness of God. 
Paul’s definition of faith is this: 
“Faith is the substance of things 
hoped for, the evidence of things 
not seen” (Heb. 11:1). It is that 
which brings our hopes into the 
realm of reality. It makes God 
real, His presence real and felt, 
known and enjoyed, and His fel- 
lowship'-—_ shared. Faith brings 
heaven down into our life here. 
One of the translations of that 
word, “evidence,” is “title-deed.”’ 
Faith is a title-deed to the things 
we hope for and makes them as 
really ours as a deed to a piece 
of property placed in my hands 
makes that property mine. Faith 
makes the power of God mine. 
Faith makes the help of God mine. 
Faith makes the fellowship of God 
mine. Faith makes the resources 
of God mine. Faith is the key that, 
thrust into the door of God's 
storehouse, opens the storehouse 
of God unto the soul and unto 
the life of His children. 
Essentials to Faith 


There are two absolute essen- 


tials to real faith: First, “He that 


. 


cometh to God must believe that 
he is,” and second, “That he is a 
rewarder of them that diligently 
seek him.” In other words, one 
must believe in the fact of God— 
that God is—and that He will do 
what He says. Let me ask my- 
self seriously, Do I believe in the 
reality of God? Then I must be- 
lieve that God will do what He 
says. I must believe that He is 
the rewarder of them that dili- 
gently seek Him. Again He said, 
“Without faith it is impossible to 
please God,” Why? Because 
doubt is the opposite of faith. To 
doubt God means that I must 
either question God’s existence or 
God’s integrity. I must either 
doubt that there is a God or must 
doubt the veracity of God. There- 
fore to boast about your doubt is 
the most unbecoming thing a child 
of God ever did. For if I believe 
that God is, then in order to doubt, 
I must be brought to the place 
where I question whether God 
will do what He says. That is 
the root of all sin, and the Devil 
is the author of it. The Devil 
leads us to question the veracity 
of God, the goodness of God, and 
the fairness and justice of God. 
I believe that God is, and that 
God is the rewarder of them that 
seek Him. Then I have no place 
for doubt, and there is no reason 
for doubt. Though the sun goes 
out in the sky and I can’t see a 
step of the way, I can look down 
in my heart and say, “I do believe 
that God is.” No, I don’t believe 
that God is; I know God is. I 
have had experiences with Him 
that are as real as experiences 
with my own father and mother. 
I have had experiences with God 
that are as real as the experiences 
I have had with my own wife and 
children. I know that God is! 


The Object of Faith 

Then let us consider the object 
of our faith this morning. It is 
not in a preacher, not in a church, 
not in an ordinance, not in a man, 
nor in any system, but in God. 
Christ’s call in the text is for us 
to fasten our faith upon the eter- 
nal God—-that God who in the be- 
ginning said, “Let rene Sy . 
and out of nothing there Came the 
worlds that “were framed by the 
Word of God;’’ that God who up- 
holds all things by the Word of His 


” 


power; that God who said, “All 
power in heaven and earth is 
given unto me;” that God of 
whom Isiah said, He “hath meas- 


ured the waters in the hollow of 
his hand, and meted out heaven 
with the span, and comprehended 
the dust of the earth in a meas- 
ure, and weighed the mountains 
in scales, and the hills in a bal- 
ance” (Isa. 40:12). That is the 
God in whom Christ says for us 
to have faith, 

David said, 
the greatness, 


“Thine, O Lord, is 
and the power, and 
the glory and the victory, and the 
majesty: for all that is in the 
heaven and in the earth is thine; 
thine is the kingdom, O Lord, 


‘his head and 


and thou art exalted above all” 
(I Chron, 29:11). That is the rea- 
son David could cry out in his 
deepest distress, “God is our 
refuge and strength, a _ very 
pleasant help in trouble. There- 
fore will not we fear, though the 
earth be removed, and though the 
mountains be carried into the 
midst of the sea.” (Psa. 46:1,2). 
As long as God is; we will not 
fear. We should be like the old 
Negro “mammy” who heard that 
great Negro slave orator, Fred- 
erick Douglas, making a speech 
one day in which he was bemoan- 
ing the fate of his people. He 
had become discouraged, feeling 
in his soul that his people in 
America would never breathe the 
air of freedom. The old Negro 
mammy got up in the back of the 
congregation and said, “Pardon 
me, mister, but may I ask you 
one question?” When he had 
given her permission to speak, 
she said, “Am God dead?” 


That orator stopped and stood 
motionless, and after a while he 
said, “No, God isn’t dead.” 

Then the old woman said, “May 
I ask you another question? Am 
you a child of God?”’ 


He said, “Yes, I am.” 
Then she _ said, “Listen, Mr. 
Douglas; as long as God am, no- 


child of God ought ever to hang 
lose hope or go 
down in defeat.” . “The eternal 
God is thy refuge, and underneath 
are the everlasting arms,” said 
Moses to Israel on the eve of the 
swollen Jordan (Deut. 33:27). 


Faith for the Future 
We need not fear today. He 


is our God. That is the reason 
Paul could say, “We know that 
all things work together for good 
-to them that love God, to them 
who are the called according to his 
purpose” (Rom. 8:28). Don't 
leave out of that quotation, “his 


purpose.” What is the purpose 
of God? He states it in the next 
sentence, “For whom he did fore- 
know, he also did predestinate to 


be conformed to the image of his 
Son, that he might be the first- 
born among many brethren.” Pre- 
destination means the eternal, 
wavering, unfailing purpose ad 
God that cannot be defeated by 
men, demons or angels. God has 
purposed; God has spoken. He 
has saia He will not “suffer my 
faithfulness to fail . . nor alter 
the thing that has gone out of 
my lips” (Psa. 89:33, 34). 

God is moving toward one 
great goal out yonder. So let us 
not be disturbed by the scenes 
in the great drama of the ages, 
though here may be a scene of 
tragedy, a scene of midnight 
darkness through which we. must 
pass, when it seems that the hosts 
of Hell have been turned loose—

and that the cause of righteous- 
ness has perished from the earth. 
Don’t lose faith in God! Don't 
get disturbed by one scene that 
is-taken out of this great drama. 
God has spokén and said Hé will 
triumph. He has said to Jesus, 
“Sit thou at my right hand, until 
I make thine enemies thy foot- 
stool” (Psa. 110:1). God has said, 
“He must reign, till he hath put 


all enemies under his feet” (I 
Cor. 15:25). God has said, ‘““The 
earth shall be filled with the

(Hab. 2:14). God has said the 
day will come when “they shall 
beat their swords into plowshares, 
and their spears into pruning- 
hooks: nation shall not lift up 
sword against nation, neither shall 
they learn war any more” (Isa.

Results of Faith 

What will faith in God do for 
us?

It will paint a 
rainbow across the darkest cloud 
that overshadows your sky, Yes, 
when the sun has seemingly gone 
out in the sky, when neither sun, 
moon nor stars appear and you 
grope in the midnight darkness, 
look up, have faith in God; and 
as you look upon that lowering, 
threatening cloud, you will see a 
great rainbow that spans it from 
one side to the other: FAITH IN 
GOD! That is the reason David 
said, 
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“Though I walk through the 
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valley of the shadow of death, I 
will fear no evil; for thou art 
with me; thy rod and thy staff 
they comfort me.” That is the 
reason Paul, in writing one last 
epistle of his life from a Roman 
dungeon, could say, “For he hath 
said, I will never leave _ thee, 
nor forsake thee. So that we 
may boldly say, The Lord is my 
helper, and I will not fear what 
man shall do unto me” (Heb. 13: 
5, 6). Count on the faithfulness 
of God and have faith in God, 
It will net only put courage into 
your soul and a rainbow of hope 
to span the clouds that oversha- 
dow you, but it will bring victory 
out of every conflict. 


And last of all, may I say n# 
will give you perfect peace in the 
midst of every storm. See the 
storm-tossed disciples in the lit- 
tle ship out yonder, about to be 
swallowed up in the waves of Ga- 
lilee in that midnight hour. The 
Lord Jesus hasn’t forgotten where 
that little ship is, and when all 
hope is about gone, they look up 
and see the Son of God come 
stepping on the crest of the waves 
stretching out His hand to re- 
buke the storm. Peter said, ‘Lord 
if that is you, let me come to 
you." ' Faith did not merely make 
a request, but faith, when the 
Lord said, Come," put itself into 
action and stepped out and be- 
gan to walk on the stormy wa- 
ters. Now Peter's faith was not 
a great faith. It was a wavering,

Successful Seattle Pastor Becomes Evangelist 


Rev. Lennard Darbee Leaves Galilee Baptist Church, Seattle, 
Wash., for Full-Time Work in Revival Campaigns. 
Graduate of Baylor University, 11 Years as 
Pastor, Widely Recommended, Now 
Available for a Nation-Wide 
Ministry

Some years ago as I talked with 
a talented, educated, young 
preacher who was obviously 
anointed with the Holy Spirit and 
whose preaching was plain and 
powerful, I felt led to ask him to 
consider going into full-time work 
as an evangglist. The Lord 
brought the matter often to his 
mind, and more and more his 
heart. was turned, with an un- 
ceasing longing, toward the un- 
saved multitudes to be reached in 
great revival campaigns. Now we 
are glad to hear that this pastor, 
Rev. Lennard Darbee, has felt the 
certainty of God's leading and has 
given up to the work God has 
laid so heavy upon his heart. 

Our Brother Darbee was gradu- 
ated from Baylor University, Wa- 
co, Texas, in 1935, doing four 
years’ work in three. The eleven 
years since have been spent in 
the ministry in Seattle—seven 
years as pastor of Gatewood Bap- 
tist church, and the last four at 
Galilee church. At the Gatewood 
church there were hundreds of 
additions, many conversions, the 
church plant doubled in size, and 
the mission giving rose from 
$40.82 in the first year of his pas- 


torate to $6,000 the last year 
there.

about the matter you mentioned, 
that is, the use of pictures por- 
traying the Lord Jesus. I do not 
believe there is any harm in such 
pictures as used by sound Chris- 
tian people down through the 
ages. . 

“It is manifest that the second 
commandment refers to using an 
image, statue, picture, or likeness 
for worship. The golden calf was 
such an image. Any ido] is such 
an image. The use of an idol for 
worship is clearly wrong, and con- 
trary to the second command- 
ment. 

“It is also clear in my mind 
that the use of images of Christ, 
of Mary, and of the saints, before 
whom Catholics pray, in Catholic 
churches, igs wrong. Remember 
that Catholics actually pray to 
the saints, and that they pray 
to Mary. I do not believe that

this is right, but on the contrary 
is clearly wrong. Most of the 
objections to pictures iin Christian 
life come as a result of rebellion 
against the Catholic practice and 
teaching. 


“Again, I think it is wrong to 
use pictures of Christ or the cru- 
cifix, with candles, etc., as a wor- 
ship center, teaching Christians 
to worship, in some relationship 
to- a worship center, a picture of 
Christ, or the Bible, or a cross, 
etc. Modernistic churches and 
worldly, formal churches often 
have such images’ or likenesses, 
and use them in worship. In some 
vacation Bible schools and young 
people’s societies in otherwise 
orthodox churches this idea of 
worship centers is encouraged. I 
think it wrong and think it vio- 
lates the spirit of the second com- 
mandment. We should not wor- 
ship images, and we should not 
use images in worship as such, 
as I understand the second com- 


mandment. 

“On the other hand, the Bible 
does not forbid pictures as such, 
as I understand it. I see no harm, 
but rather beauty and goodness 


in such pictures as the Sistine 
Madonna, the Last Supper, some 
good pictures of the crucifixion, 
Sallman’s Head of Christ, Hoff- 
man’s Christ in Gethsemane, etc. 
I cannot see how the use of such 
pictures can be called idolatry and 
I do not believe that they violate 
the second commandment. I think 
such pictures are permissible in 
the home, are permissible’ in 
churches, and in schoolrooms and 
art galleries and other places so 
long as they are not used as ob- 
jects of worship. 

“Down through the centuries 
many fundamental churches and 
Christian leaders have encouraged 
pictures of Christ in the baptis- 
tris, or in stained glass windows, 
etc. And the best minds have 
agreed that it is not wrong, as 
long as they are not used in wor- 
ship, and hence, one could not 
possibly be accused of a form of 
idolatry.
